School Reforms. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


va While school reform is in the air, 
something should be said and done about 
the method of promoting and dismissing 
teachers. Having been a teacher and be- 
ing acquainted with several of our teach- 
ers, I feel that real injustice is done in 
many cases. ‘Teachers feel so, supervis- 
Ors admit it and say it is unavoidable. 
But the solution of a problem to. elimi- 
nate injustice should not be complacently 
given up as insoluble while supervisors 
have brains and hearts. 

The following method, found satisfac- 
tory in New York City and other places, 
might well be tried in St. Louls: When 
@ teacher is once taken into the St. Louis 
schools and his work thoroughly observed 


and tested for a year or two, or three, he 
should be informed either that he is or 
is not up to St. Louis standard. If up to 
standard his advancement should. be reg- 
ular and continuous till maximum is 
reached. Irrespective of rank, special 
pay, proportioned to the time and 
expense involved, should be provided for 
those teachers rendering to the city and 
State such special services as coaching 
teams and raising families. This simple 
method would at a stroke eliminate the 
present humiliating caste system, and 
greatly raise the morale and spirit of co- 
operation of one with all. It would cost, 
but it would pay handsome dividends in 
increased efficiency. It would also cuf 
down the possibility of politics in the 
board by 80 per cent. 

Supervision under this method might 
be even more thorough if possible than 
it now is. Slackers and wrong-doers 
should be checked up, warned, and, if 
necessary, dismissed, but never without 
an opportunity to be tried by the whole 
board, with whom final decision should 
rest. At such trials it would not be a 
bad idea to have a few of the accused 
teacher's peers present, sitting with the 
board, as part of the jury. If a meas- 
ure of self-government is good for pupils, 
why not for teachers? 

The only advantages of the present 
system are: 1. That it is cheap. 2. That 
it gives the supervisors power to moll 
and coerce the teachers. Its disadvan- 
tages are: 1. That it cheapens the teach- 
er. 2. Cheapens the supervisors. 3. 
Cheapens the board. 4. And cheapens 
the work. :

Meaning of “Bolsheviki.”

*bolsheviki,””’ I would advise you to refer 
to any dictionary of the Russian lan- 
doent The word “bolsheviki” is derived 
from “bolshinstvo,”” a word meaning

MR. WICKERSHAM FOR THE LEAGUE. 
Those who oppose the League of Nations for fear it 
may injure the United States and those who have been 
moved to doubt by violent attacks upon the plan by pub- 
lic men who belittle or denounce as a betrayal of the 
United States, the attempt of the peace conference to or- 
ganize a league should carefully read the article by 
George W. Wickersham, former Attorney-General of the 

United States, in yesterday's Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
Mr. Wickersham’s plea in behalf of the league of na- 
tions has a peculiar value. He is a political opponent

his attitude and an authority on constitutional law. He 
was originally opposed to the organizing of a league,

gross and contemptible breach of faith. Europe depends 
upon us as the one Power capable of carrying out the. 
peace program and restoring law and order in the'| 
world. . | 

2. It is necessary. If we do not do our part in restor- | 
ing order in Europe on a basis of justice and organized 
freedom and in bringing governments under the rule of 
law and reason, the worst possible consequences both to 
the old world and ourselves will be invited. “The pro- 
posed peace covenant,” he says, “is the only tangible 
scheme before the world’ for avoiding chaos and we 
must stand even at greater concessions than the league 
demands for “securing the fruits of victory” and the 
“protection of the world against Bolshevism—anarchy.”’ 

While Mr. Wickersham thinks the constitution of the 
league might be clarified on a few points, he accepts it 
as fundamentally sound and as not in any wise endan- 
gering the Monroe Doctrine. 

Since his article was written a new menace of an- 
archy has arisen. Bolshevism has seized power in Hun- 
gary and is attempting to form an alliance with Rus- 
sia. Unless peace settlements with the league organized 
by the allies are quickly reached all of Central Europe 
may be aflame with anarchy. Only a peace covenant 
of the peoples who put down militarism can avert 
a catastrophe worse in effects than the war just ended.

JOBS FOR FIGHTERS. 

The Advertising Club of St. Louis shows an excellent 
public spirit in assuming responsibility for the rent and 
other incidental expenses of the Replacement Bureau for 
Soldiers, Sailors and Marines, at'902 Olive street. This 
will enable the bureau to go on with the good work of 
finding jobs for fighters, which would otherwise have 
had to be curtailed or abandoned owing to the failure 
of Congress to appropriate the necessary funds for its 
continuance. The Advertising Club is appealing for 
aid in meeting the expense. This appeal should meet 
with a generous response. 
The bureau, since its creation in December, has found | 
jobs for 3877 men, out of 4926 who have applied for work. 
This leaves 1000 workers still unplaced, and although the 
merchants and manufacturers of St. Louis have co-op- 
erated with the-bureau in the endeavor to put men at 
work, it is evident that greater efforts will have to be 
made to meet the emergency of the large numbers who 
are still to be returned from war zones and camps.

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WHAT THE 1920 CENSUS MAY SHOW. 
The figures on which St. Louis retained fourth rank 
among American cities assigned it a population of 687,- 
029 under the census of 1910. 
This was considerably less than half the population of 
the third city, Philadelphia, and only 16,444 more than 
that of the fifth city, Boston. 
The cities in the sixth, seventh, eighth and ninth 
places were Cleveland, Baltimore, Pittsburg and Detroit. 
It might be supposed that the last named city, five 
places below St. Louis in relative rank, with 465,766 
population, could not possibly be a formidable rival for 
fourth place in 1920. But many accounts agree that De- 
troit’s percentage of growth between 1900 and 1910, more 
than 60 per cent, will be exceeded by its growth between 
1910 and 1920, perhaps largely exceeded. Estimates 
based on various data assign it a million ptople now, 
including populous areas lately annexed. 
And if the city that was ninth a decade ago has be- 
come a putative rival for fourth place, what is to be said 
of Boston, which was only a few thousand behind St. 
Louis 10 years ago? What is to be said of those other 
cities, which profited so much more than Western cities 
from the war’s enormous expansion of the steel industry 
and of ship building—BaRimore, Pittsburg, Cleveland? 
The seriousness of a situation which a few months 
from now will cause every loyal St. Louisan and every 
loyal Missourian to await the census results in suspense 
and anxiety is not to be disguised. St. Louis, too, has 
had a tremendous growth and its heaviest handicap in 
this population race that may have an outcome to its 
disadvantage, is an artificial, purely arbitrary handicap, 
easily removed by official action, one that ought long | 
ago to have been removed. 
With the possible exception of Boston, every one of | 
these cities which are reputed to be pressing close for. 
St. Louis’ place has been enabled to make giant strides | 
in the population race by extensions of city limits that. 
have brought within their metropolitan areas tens and | 
tens of thousands of persons formerly counted as resi- 
dents of suburban communities. St. Louis, eager and | 
ambitious, has been compelled to race in a strait-jacket | 
that has impeded every movement of progress. 
It is nearly 45 years since St. Louis has been permitted 
to annex a single foot of new territory.

CHINA’S CASE. 

From the Louisville Courier-Journal. day. & 
HE China National Defense League 
demands self-determination for China 

in the following clear statement: 

At the very time when her allies 
were desperately engaged against Ger- 
man militarism the Japanese Govern- 
ment presented to China 21 demands, 
and compelled her to sign the majority 
of them, while the rest were postponed 
for later negotiation. That was the 
treaty of May 9, 1915. By this treaty 
China was forced to.prolong the lease 
of Port Arthur and Dalny—the most 
important naval bases of Northern 
China—to her powerful neighbor. It 
is this treaty which has made Japan 
master of all the important economic 
resources of Shantung, Manchuria and 
other provinces. If this treaty stands, 
Japan controls the whole area of 
Northérn China, militarily and eco- 
nomically. If this control’ continues, 
the world will see, in the near future, 
the absorption by Japan of the Re- 
public of China, and the closing of the 
door of China, as the door of Korea 
has already been closed, to the free 
enterprise of other nations. If this 
control continues, the world will see 
the militarization of 400,000,000 of 
peace-loving people and the exploita- 
tion by Japan of the limitless re. 
sources of the eastern corner of Asia, 
for the purpose which the Romans 
achieved on a small scale and Napoleon 


and William II pursued in vain. Then 

will ensue the realization of the rule 
of force and violence against which the 
allies have fought with the sacrifice of 

millions of lives. Therefore, to safe- 
guard her own freedom as well as the 
liberty and justice of the world, China 
demands the abolition of the Sino- 

Japanese treaty of May 9, 1915, which 
the Chinese nation has never legally 
recognized, and which al) other na- 
tions, including, we believe, even the 
democratic minority in Japan, have 
condemned. 

There are few Americans who have 
knowledge, superficial or deep, of the at- 
titude of Japan toward China during the 
last 20 years who will not agree that 
treaties between China and Japan have 
been drafted and demanded by the armed 
Power and resented and signed by the 
Chinese. That the general purpose of 
the stronger Power has been to abridge, 


in its own interest, the sovereign rights 


of China, is known generally. 

So long as Asia was by common con- 
sent of the European Powers regarded 
the legitimate prey of Europe, Japan's 
claim to pickings fn China rested, at 
least, under the slogan, “Asia for 
Asians,” upon a better moral footing than 
the desire of Europeans to exploit the 
Flowery Kingdom.
